The Boston Office continues to feel that subject 
is withholding pertinent information concerning his past 
involvement with the Soviets, Subject is a sly individual 
whose scheme apparently is to make disclosures to inter¬ 
viewing SA's on a piecemeal basis, it being noted that 
subject, on occasions, has telephonically volunteered 
information to the Boston Office shortly following inter-. 
viewso Such strategy, possibly, is to convey the impression 
that subject is earnestly attempting to recall pertinent 
aspects of his past involvement with the Soviets thereby 
leading the FBI to believe that his cooperation is both 
genuine and complete, 

During contacts with the subject on 5/23 and 
5/26/72, he was again warned that FBI interest in him 
would continue as long as there was reason to believe 
that his disclosures to date have been less than complete. 

It was again pointed out to subject that the FBI refuses 
to accept his declaration that he has made a full disclosure 
regarding his cooperation with the Soviets. 

In explaining to subject the above assessment, 
no threats were made to him.
